Solved by Berliner 
On the golden anniversary of his 


; invention -of the microphone, which 


made possible. the commercial use 
of the telephone and the radio, 
Emil Berliner has ‘announced ‘the 
solution of an age-old problem of 
acoustics. ; 

Like many important inventions, 
the new device appears simple, but 
its principles eluded the builders of 
King Solomon’s temple and of in- 
oumerable other architects. In a. 
broad sense, Berliner, who also de- 
vised the disk record for phono 
graphs, spent most of his seventy~ 
five yeare working toward this 
achievement. He always has been 
interested in sounds, but three yeare 
of intensive study satisfied him that 
he had’ solution ‘of the problem.

Headpiece From Fire. Explorer ‘Céntigaes Search 


Bangkok, Siam—King Sisowath of 
€ambodla Las died, leaving behind 
him the most expensive hut in the 
world, Cambodia is a French protec- 
torate which once was a corner of 
Siam, ¢ 

King Sisowath inherited from his 
rother a brown derbyewhich was val- 
wed at $10U,000, because of a huge 
knob of diamonds which adorned its 
top, and he wore it on many state oc- 
casions. 

According to royal custom the hat 
hould have been burned upon the 
eath of its first owner, but one of 
his numerous widows appealed to 
King Sisowath to save it from ex- 
tinction because she admired it so. 
The new king gratified her wish. 

More than 500 widows survive the 
‘Monarch—more than mourned’ the 
death of King Solomon. 

He visited Paris before the war 
accompanied by 2UU0 of his wives, and 
wearing red shoes, a dress coat and a 
battered opera hat which he soon re- 
placed with his favorite bowler. 

“The French women,” he sald, 
*¢ontinually interrupt their husbands’ 
conversation without fear of punish- 
ment.” 

Qn his way to France the monarch 
became seasick. That worried hiin, 
for he ¢ould not understand why a 
king should be seasick like common 
folk. 

One day he became concerned about 
his ‘whereabouts after seeing nothing 
but water for a number of days. He 
sent for the captain of the boat, who 
assured him that they would sight land 
_the next day. They did sight land the 
next day, and his majesty was 50 
pleased that he ordered a special hymn 
of joy to be sung for Buddha. 

His surprise at the captain's “pre- 
diction” coming true was so great 
that he decorated him with a Cam- 

ia order, observing at the same 
time, with a touch of hauteur, that it 
-was strange the captain knew where 
his ship was while his majesty did not. 

King Sisowath was said to be the 
Oidest thonarch in ‘the world, and to 
have been born In 1840. He succeeded 
to the. throne of bis brother, 
‘Norodom, In 1904,

Found in Great Britain 


eo Epsom,. Surrey.—Roman  remnins 
dating back to the time when the 
_Britishy Amazonian Queen -Boadicea 
rose in tevolt, have been brought to 
light near here. 
Excavations on the site of the Ro- 
t- man villa in Ashstead wood, discoy- 
ered’ by A. Lowther, two years ago, 
have shown that underneath and ex- 
tending beyond the rear of the build- 
ing are the walls of an earlier struc 
ture, From the manner in which It 
was built and the style of the” mate- 
rial used it is considered that it was 
destroyed. about 60 A. D.,. or the 
period of the rising of Boadicea.

Pits which*the Turks alwyys regarded 
merely us wells he bas proved to he 
Byzantine ‘cisterns, many of them rich 
in relics and art of the period of the 
Greek emperors. 

His explorations have ted = him 
through a series of amazing adven-. 
tures and have culminated with a 
grisly climax In his discovery of “the. 
coffin cistern.” ‘ 

A Living Tomb. 

Here Erofessor Tilley found not 
only the usual beautiful columns, with 
carved capitals rising in blackness 
from heaps of rubbish scurried over 
hy rats, but a living tomb, as well 
The first object his flashlight fell upon 
was an ancient coffin, and beside the 
coffin, lying on a bed of burlap and 
straw, was an old, man, dying. 

How many years the old man had 
made the black Byzantine pit his home 
and how he had managed to provide 
himself with a coftin are unsolved 
mysteries, for he died as the people’ 
whom the explorers had ealled for 
help carried him. out of his living 
ggave Into the sunlight above.

MOTHER AND Bi BABE 
UNDER BATTLE FIRE 


Thrilling Experience at Gettys- 


burg Related. 


Denison, lIowa.—To have passed 
safely throug: the battle of Gettys- 
burg with her baby less than a week 
old. although under fire throughout 
the battle, was the experience of Mrs. 
Georgia Wade McClellan, ninety-three, 
of this eity,, whe just died. 

Mrs. McClellan, the. wife of a Union 
soldier, lived on Enst Cemetery bil, 
Gettysburg. Pa. Her baby, Kenneth, 
was bern on June 26, 1863. Even at 
the time the child wis born Union and 
Confederate soldiers were mobitizing 
in chat vicinity... 

Five days tater the firing started. 
The house wus so situated ns to be 
within the Union tines and. exposed 
vonstantly to Confederate fire ‘lo the 
Confederates ff appeured to be an 
Ideal location for Union snipers; so 
the house throughout ‘the battle was 
the target of the Confederates. 

Early in the battle a bullet passed 
threugh the wall of the house and 


dropped, spent but still hot, on the , 


pillaw on which the mother and her 
child lay. .As the battle progressed 
the yard was tilled with wounded 
Union soldiers. 

Every pane of giass in the nouse 
was breken by Confederate billets. 
Early the second morning of the battle 
a Confederate sharpst.ooter’s bullet 
crashed through a door, buried itself 
in the heart of Mrs. McClettan’s sis- 
ter, who was baking biscuits for the 
Union soldiers, and caused her death 
almost instantly. A buge: shrapnel 
shiell lodged In the top of the house. 


splitting open a partition. It failed 
to explode. ? 
Summoned by Mrs. McClellan's 


screams, Union soldiers came to the 
house. Observing the situation, they 
assisted Mrs, McCleliun, her baby, her 
mother and her mother's small chil 
dren through the aperture made by 
the shrapnel shell and Into the base- 
ment, where they remained until. the 
battle was over. 

A menument to Mis. McCtellan's sts- 
ter, Virginia Wade, who was killed, 
was erected In 1900 by the lown Wom- 
an’s Relief. corps. 

Mrs. MceClellan’s son, who was born 
just before the’ battle, now lives In 
Billings, Mont.

Boghaz Keony.. means the “village 
of the throat,” for {t is-at the end of 
a deep valley that the modern ‘Turkish 
village les, in: hoftheri’-Gappadocia. 
and the Hittites of the Sixteenth and 
Fifteenth centugies°B. C. built their 
great fortified city.on the rocky hill- 
sides above: the mauth-of. this vailey. 

Whether it was: Subbi Lulluma or 
some other musi¢ally named gentle- 
man who laid out this city of many 
great buildings and strong _fortifica- 
tions, he certainty possessed an ap- 
preciation of natural beanty as well 
‘as statesmanship, for, as one climbs 
from point to point—from the palace 
up to the great citadel; from one rock, 
crowned with massive ruins, to anoth- 
er. still more stupendous—one hardly 
knows which to wonder..over and ad- 
mire more, the strength and skill dis- 
played in these three or four. thou- 
sand-Yéar-old, remains or .the glorious 
views that greet one’s eyes at every 
turn. 

From ‘one corner of the citadel, by 
the remains of a round tower, you look 
straight down tpue or tive hundred feet 
of rock into ‘the: gloom of a narrow

Modern Symbols Used by Hittites. . 
A visit to Bogtiaz Keotty not only 


makes one féel quite intimate with‘ 


the Hittites. but also one sees here 
that they did many of.the things that 
we associate with much later tes. 
Did the Turks first use the ear and 
crescent; or even the Greeks off an- 


cient Byzatium?. No, indeed; here at - 


Boghaz Keouy (and tn the later Hit- 
tite city, near Aintab. in South Tur- 
key) the star and crescent may be seen 
where it was carved In the rocks a 
thousand years before Byzantium was 
founded. 

Did the Austrians or Russians, or 
the old Byzantines, or the German. 
empire first use the double-headed 
eagle? None of them. Everywhere in 
Hittite sculptures we tind this sym- 
bol. The first people. probably, who 
practiced the noble sport of falconry 
were the Hittites—so the sculptures 
tell us. And in that connection it was 
interesting to find that local Tur'zish 
gentlemen train’ and se falcons in 
bunting -now. 

Here on the eltadet: explorers un- 
earthed a library of clay tablets ali 
written in cuneiform characters, some 
of them in the Hittite language, but 
more in the Assyrian,

Another great library was found in 
two rooms at the eastern side ef the 
palace.

are mostly of about the same time as 
the Tel el Amarna tablets, and so cov- 
er the age of Moses. 

Professor Sayce also tells us that 
many of these Boghaz Keouy tablets 
wefe written by the same disaffected 
governors of Syrian provinces, who, 
In the Te; el Amarna tabiets, write to 
Pharaoh of the difficulties in the way 
‘of maintaining the rights of the Egyp- 
tian government in Syria, but tell how 
nobly they were working {In their 
‘Aord’s snterests; while in these newly 
found writings of Boghaz Keouy the 
Same men tell the Hittite king how 
they are pretending to be the humble 
servants of. Egypt while really obey- 
ing the commands of Khattu-Sil, and 
the. political intrigues that are. here 
displayed and the polite sarcasm an 
meaningiess phrases that pass between 
these old writers might give points to 
modern diplomatists. 

The sudden stopping of the history 
which the tablets tell, as well as the 
eondition of the rulns unearthed, 
shows us that some time in the Thir- 
teenth century B. C., the great city 
was destroyed, probubly by a sweep- 
ing down of some barbarian horde, 
thus anticipating (long ages before) 
the story of the destruction of Kome. 
And this Hittite capital was never 
again inhabited or rebuilt, for there 
ts apparently’ no trace of Greek or 
Roman: work or influence in the re- 
‘mains, The Hittite power, bowever, 
was not destroyed then. Cilicia and

numerous monuments which show ac- 
cupancy by Hittite people till about 
the Eighth century B. C.

As one walks away frum the citadel 
fn Boghaz Keouy to see the various 
points of special interest within the 
five-mile circuit of the ancient watis. 
he comes first to the one place on this 
site where there has been found any 
inscription in the Hittite hieroglyphics 
(those hieroglyphics which are so 
common all through the more south- 
ern Hittite country). This one in- 
scription of Boghaz Keouy fs so hadly 
worn by time and weather that it is 
Further down the hill 
slope is_the Eastern. gate. Like the 
“other city entrances, this has two 
parts, with ‘a Square reom between 
the, outer and tnner gate: ‘The posts 
of the reat door curve in toward the 
top, as if they once formed a pointed 
arch. This Eastern gate has tong 
been known and ts of grand propor- 
tions, but it is only relatively recent- 
ly’ that workmen discovered, almost 
by accident, on the inner side post. a 
remarkable bas-relief. This is a tig- 
ure, about ten feet high, of an Ama- 
zen, apparently, and bears little re- 
semblance to the. figures found io 
other “distinctively Hittite places. 


Following the wall, we come to the 
famous Southern gate, which admitted 
to the city the commerce and travel 
from Cilicia, and-which is still guard- 
ed by the tion posts, always pictured 
in every description of Boghaz Keouy.

Such a bewildering and diversified 
collection of styles in .gowns and 
wraps has been presented for the sea- 
son that millinery and the accessories 
of dress have made a later, but none 
the less impressive entree, observes 
a fashion writer in the New York 
Times. Hats are important because 
of their artistry and beauty and be- 
cause of the many different types in 
designs, in materials and in- treat- 
ment. There bas rarely been a sea- 
son when so little uniformity or so 
much originality was shown as tn the 
present advance winter models. These 
are wholly lacking in monotony and 
the commonplace, although very obvi- 
ously the cloche, which first was en- 
dured and finally embraced with such 
enthusiasm as to revolutionize the 
fashion in millinery, is the original 
pattern upon which the latest styles 
ire modeled. Hats stil! cover the 
brow, almost the eyebrows; and hide 
the hair almost as completely as a 
sheik’s turban. Small hats-hug the 
head tightly us a cap, and the larger 
hats are drawn duwn at an angle, so 
that the wearer must cast sidelong 
glances. The range in design and 
variants of detail in the slight or al- 
most nonexistent trimming {ts wide 
and most interesting. 

There are the two distinct type# 
of hats, which are interpreted In the 
manner of each artist, but many orig- 
Inal designs have been created, each 
of which bears the mark of distine- 
tion of its makers. Monsieur Guy, 
whe has had great success in his 
unique. establishinent close to Made- 
leine Vionnet, has created some hats 
of unusual beauty for autumn. His 


shapes and styles are individual, dis-' 


tinctive and thoroughly refined. Dress 
bats are large, but not extreme, and 
invariably supple. Crowns are rather 
high, and square at the top, which 
is more becoming to most women than 
the dome crown. One exceptionally 
handsome hat, named by its creator 
“Mon. Desir,” is made of black velvet 
With straight, unstiffened crown, and 
moderate brim which shades the face 
and narrows off at the back, On 
each side is inserted with charming 
but rather startling: effect a fan- 
shaped plaited bit of gilt leather.
